Sir: 

In accordance with the requirements of 37 CFR §1 .73(c), applicants note that 
by the present reissue application, original claims 1-10 are retained and new claims 
11-15 are presented. 

Newly presented claims 11-15 are directed to a rotating machine and are 
supported by the disclosure of U.S. Patent No. 6,316,859 B1 . 

Turning to independent claim 1 1 , such claim is substantially identical to the 
features found in independent claim 6 of the patent at lines 1-1 1 thereof, for 
example, and recites the feature of a sheet is formed on a surface of said creepage 
block containing at least a surface of a portion which abuts against said magnetic 
winding which is represented by the sheet 21, as described in example 6 at col. 9, 
lines 15-37 of the patent, which refers to Figs. 15 and 16 of the drawings, which 
features are incorporated into the completed structure of the rotating machine as 
illustrated in Fig. 1 .

As to dependent claims 12 and 13, claim 12 recites the feature that the sheet 
is formed on the surface of the creepage block containing a surface of the gas vent 
groove as illustrated in Figs. 15 and 16 of the drawings, for example, noting that the 
gas vent groove is indicated by reference numeral 12. Claim 13 recites the feature 
that a part of the reinforcing fibers are divided by the gas vent groove, noting that the 
reinforcing fibers are formed of the sheets 14, which are stacked in layers and 
laminated to form a creepage block 1 1 as illustrated in Figs. 12-14, wherein as 
illustrated in Fig. 14, and described in example 5 at col. 8, line 45 to col. 9, line 12, a 
gas vent groove is cut by means of a cutter 20 so that a part of the laminated 
reinforcing-fiber layers is cut near the gas vent groove. 

With respect to independent claim 14, this claim, in addition to the features 
previously referred to as found in claim 1 , for example, recites the feature that the 
creepage block contains a gas vent groove having a gas vent hole, and that the gas 
vent groove is formed with an inclination toward the gas vent hole. As described in 
connection with example 8 at col. 9, line 65 to col. 10, line 26 of the patent, and as 
illustrated in Figs. 18 and 19, the gas vent groove is represented by reference 
numeral 12 and the gas vent hole by reference numeral 13 and as shown, the gas 
vent groove 12 has an inclined portion which inclines toward the gas vent hole as 
illustrated in both Figs. 18 and 19 of the patent. 

With respect to the features of new independent claim 15, in addition to the 
features as recited in claim 1 of the patent, for example, this claim recites the feature 
that a first depth at a first portion in the gas vent groove is deeper than that of a 
second depth at a second portion which is located nearer to the opening than the 
first portion in the gas vent groove and hereagain, as illustrated in Figs. 18 and 19 of 
the patent, the gas vent groove has different depths with the depth in the region of 
the gas vent hole 13 being greater than the depth at other portions. 

Applicants submit that it is apparent that the features as recited in newly 
presented claims 11-15 of this reissue application have clear support in the
